Temperatures 
above 50 degrees, with moist air, dam- 
age fresh meats very quickly.

frozen and afterward thawed does not 
keep as well as that which has been 
simply chilled. Pork intended for cur- 
Ing should never be frozen. 


Mo.it hung up iu the open air until 


tbe animal heat has passed off is said 
to keep better than that placed in cold 
storage immediately after being killed, 
and it is better to follow this method 
if practicable even where cold storage 
is available. 
After the animal .heat is 


all out the meat, should be put into 
coolers nc a temperature of 50 degrees 
and the temperature gradually lowered 
for forty-eight hours until It reaches 
3G degrees and then raised slowly to 
3S degrees. 


Tbe principal injury to beef products 


is stilted to occur from sending it from 
the slaughter house to the chillroom 
before tie nuinw.l heat has entirely left 
the carcass. 
This closes the pores, 


and the meat retains heat and turns 
sour. From ,'JG degrees to 4.2 degrees is 
the best temperature for storage rooms 
for dressed meats.

appliances for produciMs early crops, 
sues, for instance.- as onions, touuitoes 
and cabbages. Oa this point Texas 
Farm and Kanch makes tbe following 
suggestions: 


TSic- constryetioa and care of hot- 


b«Js and cold frames Is a subject the 


CEOSS SECTION OP HOTBED. 


ordinary farmer knows little about. 
Tho correct management of the hotbed 
is of the utmost importance, for upon 
this rest!= the success or1 failure of a. 
whole season's crop. It is the early 
.crop that brings the highest, price, in. 
the market, nud in tomato culture es- 
pec.iilSy the hotbed is always needed to 
start thu leader young ylruits into 
growth. 


It is aoTr the best time for planning 


the eeastruction of the hotbed, for in 
thts climate the tomato seed should be 
soTva daring the latter part of Decem- 
ber or the first of January. The loca- 
tion for the beus sliced be selected 
with the object in rievs- of affording 
some protection from the cold north 
•wieids, and the sontheru side of a shed 
or t>arn ia an admirable location. 


For ordinary usa a hotbed 15 i'eet 


long and 6 feet wide is sutacient, for 
after the plants are nicely started they 
may be transplanted 
to the cold 


frames. 
A. bed 9 feet long nnd G feet 


rrcide should germinate enough tomato 
plants far an acre of ground. These 
s»eus may be constructed at very little 
expense. The soil should be excavated 
to a depth of about three feet, and the 
sides may be built up with boards oae 
or two inches thick. This is not an ab- 
solate necessity, but the boards check 
the radiation of the heat fro-a the 
manure Into the surrounding: soH. 


At tbe surface of the soil a iiiaaS 


1 foot wide and 2 Inches,thick should 
extend 
along 
the 
northern 
side. 


Along the southern side, at a distance 
equal to the length of tiie aasb, which 
•is nsually six feet, another plank, G 


Inches wide and 2 inches thick, Is 
run down the length of the bed, the 
ends are connected by a two inch tilank 
and the bed is ready for use. 
It is 


usually best to place crosspieces of 
2 by 4 material at -intervals of 
from four to six feet to make the 
tyhote structure secure and to hold the 
sash iii position. The soil that Ss 
thrown out of. the bed may be used to 
bank ap the sides.
